The person {n charge of the 
vuleaniser, said the manager, had

jured the man, who was attended 
to at the hospital but. was ‘not 
detained: The next day the wit- 
ness sent for the man tin charge 
of the boiler, who in an interview 
with the manager had told. the 
Intter that just before the explo- 
sloit he had heard a sizzling sound 
as of, stenm = esenaping. Witness 
added that he undératood that the 
man In question had since left the 
Colony. % ; 

A number of questions as 1o 
the working of the boiler from.an 
ongineering point of view were 
then put to the witness. 

At the close of the evidence 
Mr, R. E. Lindsell, the Coroner, 
addressing the jury said that any 
person who undertook a duty 
which might involve danger to 
other hunran belnga waa hound 
by law to exercise a dertain 
amount of skill and care in carry- 
ing out that duty. If he grossly 
and criminally neglected that 
duty, then he was guilty or man- 
slaughter, but the jury must find 
gross and criminal negligonce 
before they would be justified in 
bringing in’ a verdict of man- 
slaughtar, \ 


"A Dead Letter, 


The fact that tho man in charge 
of the boller had absconded was 
not a point to which the jury had 
to attach grefst importance, as it 
was aomewhat common to find 
such persons running away in 
preference to facing the . conae- 
quences, whether criminal or 
otherwise. As to the system 
under which .it was ‘possible ‘to 
employ such @ man on such a job, 
ft was not the Coronor’s -province 
to comment, but the jury could, 
if thoy deaired, make whatever 
comment they wished, 

Mr, Lindsell also drew attention 
to the existence of the Ordinance 
which required the issuance of a 
certificate’ in connexion with 
every holler in this Colony before 
that boiler was legally in use. 
It would appear, said Mr. Lind- 
sel], that the Ordinance was a 
dead letter. Whether that was 
desirable or not, the’ jury might 
find occasion to aay.

Ono of the most spectacular flres 
to occur in Hongkong for somo

SCHEME TO MOVE MANY — 
; FAMILIES, |

Cardiff! Dec, 7. 

A big trek from the Welsh’ min- 
ing valleys to Canada is anllelpated 
in the early spring: It {s not wide- 
ly known that there is already a 
Jarge Welsh colony in the Dominion, 

In addition to the. thousands who 
have’ emigrated to the Western 
States from Wales during. recent 
years there Is a big Welsh popula- 
tion, settled mostly in Alberta, who 


left the Welsh colony, in'Patagonia]: 


in consequence of the devastating 
floods in that once flourishing 
Cynric settlement. ‘ 

Last summer nearly 3,000’ people 
emigrated from South Wales for 
tho ‘harvest, and the majority have 
remained, , ‘ 

There is at present, a3 the result 
of, umemployment in the mines, a 
strong desire among the working 
population-of Glamorgan and Mon- 
mouth 1o be settled on the land. 
Applications have been received 
from 140 families, and schemes are 
being drafted with a view to train- 
ing them for farm work before they 
set out. - 5 

Ministry's Training Homes. 

The training will take place at the 
Ministry of Labour Training 
Homes at‘ Brandon and Clayton. 

In particular, young women are 
required for domestic work, and 
Captain W, Griffiths, the Canadian 
Government Emigration Officer in 
Wales, is busily engaged Jn secking 
aultable emlgrants. 

‘The Dominion -Government, in 
conjunction with private enter- 
prise, are providing homes for emi- 
grant families, but the single men 
and women who, it is expected, will 
emigrate in large numbers, will
